Washington, D. C., Nov. 1.—The post- 
office department is prepared to accept a

Announcement to this effect was made 
today by Otto Praeger, second assistant 
postmaster ireneral. 


The arrival of the Dentschland at New 
London todav revived the probability of 
tt regular siihniarine mail service between 
the United States and Germany.

after the Deutsrhland arrived at Balti- 
more on her first trip representatives of 
the owners throu/jh the German ambas- 
sador officiailv sufrgestod to the 
post- 
office department tliat such a service be 
established. 


Establishment of a re/jular ma? I eer-

BOTHERED TOO MUCH 


Cork. Nov. 1.—Fifteeii Americans who 
reached Cork Tuesday night with the 
other meinhers of the crew of the Ma- 
rina after the steamer had bee« sunk 
by a &v.bmarine are today under the 
care of the American consul. 
"I saw 
two torpedoes," said Robert 
Preston, 
one of the crew, "while I was getting 
into the boat of Mr. Smith (the only 
surviving officer). 
The second explo- 
sion came after we were clear of tlie 
ship. 
The first torpedo had given the 
vessel a tremendous list. 
The second 
•Cfhted it and shook it from stem to 
(>rn and broke it up so that it sank 
luiediaiely. 
"I .S1W Ihree of the crew nmning up 
the stern as the vessel gave its last 
tumble. 
Capt. Browne was the coolest 
man on board. 
During the launching 
of the boats he saw that every man vis- 
ible was in the boát, then jumped for 
a boat himself but 
missed it in 
the 
rough pea and wa.s drowned before our 
eyes." 


Questioned furtlier in regard to tho 
presence of 
two 
submarines 
Preston 
said: 
"There were two plainly xdsiblc 
from the bridge. 
The first one attacked 
us on the starboard while the other lay 
off some distance to port doing observa- 
tion duty." 


"The ship was struck squarely in tho 
bunkers,'' sAid Robert Hay, a member 
of the engwip room staff. "The bunkers 
fell in and the engines were dismantled. 
Two me^ Avere killed in the stokehole 
find several others were scalded. 


"Threé boats got away: a fourth was 
sinasheijf. Orders were -given to see par- 
ticularly that all Americans among pas- 
sengerg or crew were saved.

Boat Was Delayed.

The captain and crew of twenty-five 
men were in excellent health and high 
spirits over the success of their secontl 
venture.

Arrival a Surprise. 


While Xew lx)ndon has been expect- 
ing the arrival of a German submarine 
for some months, the Deutschland's ap- 
pearance was a surprise except to offi- 
cials of the Eastern Forwarding com- 
pany, the agents here of the submersi- 
ble. 


Following rumors many days old, oft 
repeated, the Deutschland made its first 
appearance in American waters at 1:4.t 
in the morning of July 0, when, etched 
by the vivid flashes of. an 
electrical 
storm, the strange looking craft wa? 
seen by a pilot boat as she slipped into 
Chesapeake 
bay, 
after 
running 
the 
gauntlet of cruisers standing guard ofT 
the Virginia Capes. 
Her voyage of ap- 
proximately 4,100 miles, made without 
a stop at any port, established a record 
for craft of the kind. 
The Deutschland 
was soon picked up by the tug Timmons 
which had been at the Capes several 
days awaiting her arrival and convoyed 
up the 
bay to Baltimore, where 
she 
dropped anchor that night. On tho first 
trip she brought a cargo of dyestuffs, 
tho value of which was estimated 
at 
from $500,000 to $1,000,000. 


The arrival of the Deutschland at Bal- 
timore created a new diplomatic prob- 
lem. Was the ship, owing- to its subma- 
rine characteristic, to be classed as a 
warship or as a peaceful merchantman? 
The American government at once sent 
naval experts to Baltimore to investi- 
gate. 
Capt. Koenig afforded the gov- 
ernment official.'? eve^y fadlity and they 
made a tliorough inspection of the craft. 
The investigation resultcil in the ver- 
dict that the Deutschland was a peace- 
ful and unarmed merchant ship, incapa- 
ble of conversion • for warlike purpose.? 
without extensive structural changes. 


After remaining in the United States 
territorial waters about three 
weeks, 
the Deutschland, heavily laden with a 
cargo of rubber and nickel, drew away 
from her pier August 1 and under her 
own power sailed from Baltimore on her 
homeward journey. 
American warships 
maneuvered outside the Virginia Capea 
to guard against any possible violation 
of American 
Neutrality. 
The 
Capes 
were reached the following night with 
only the faithful tug Timmons and a 
newspaper boat in the vicinity. 
The 
vessel arrived at the mouth 
of 
tho 
Weser river on the afternoon of August 
23. 
There was great rejoicing through 
out Germany and Capt. Koenig was or- 
dered to Berlin to make a personal re- 
port of his trip to the emperor. 
While 
no definite announcement of the Deutsch- 
land's leaving Bremen on a second trip 
was made, reports persisted during tl.c 


last few days that she was again on 
her way to an American ^port.

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 31, ] 916.—To 
the Editor of The Sentinel:—My Dear 
Sir: 
During this campaign certain re- 
publican "spellbinders"' have been stat- 
ing that tho management of the affairs 
of- the automobile department 
in the 
office of the secretary of state has coit 
'eo percent to 2,3 per cent of tho gross 
roccipts.

1.—Official lists of 
candidates of recognized parties for the 
congressional and state elections coinci- 
dent with the presidential voting on No- 
vember 7 show that there will be at least 
two women running for congress and 
more than two s c ^ women in the con- 
test for state oi&^es, ranging from gover- 
nor dwn. 


in Montana Jeannette Rankin is the 
regular republican nominee for congress, 
and in Colorado Hattie K. Howard is 
running on a progressive ticket. 


The Associated Press has just com- 
piled all of the state tickets from every 
stzite in the union and it appears from 
these lists that there are exactly forty- 
six women candidates for various state 
offices. 
This figrure may be slightly re- 
duced or increased by the fact that some 
names which almost certainly- seem to 
be those of women ar© in rare cases also 
names of men, and it is possible that 
some women have escaped identification 
by the use of initials instead of their 
full name, but the figures given, if not 
precise, are interesting, since they de- 
velop the following facts: 


Of the forty-six women seeking state 
offices the majority 
(twenty-four) are 
nominees of the socialist party. 


Idaho is the only state in the United 
States where a woman is candidate for 
governor, Annie E. Triplow being the 
socialist nominee 
for chief 
executive 
there. 


There 
are 
thirteen 
other 
states 
throughout the country where women 
are seeking state offices, namely, Arizona, 
Colorado, Connecticut, ^Montana, Nevada, 
New Mexico, Rhode Island, South Dakota, 
Utah, Washington, Illinois and Kansas. 


In Washington there are two women 
candidates, prohibitionist and' socialist, 
for the office of lieutenant governor, and 
two women of the same parties for state 
treasurer. 


In Connecticut, Rhode Island, Arizona, 
Colorado and Kansas tliere are women 
candidates for secretary of state. 
Vari- 
ous other offices, principally as trustees 
of state universities, or superintendents 
of public instruction, are those for which 
women have been named. 
In only one 
or two rare instances does it appear that 
the women candidates are now holding 
the office for which they seek election.

Chinese Minister of Finance 
Gets in Bad by a Loan 
Through Japan.

Associated 
Press).—CTien 
Chin- 
tao, the minister of 
finance, 
has 
re- 
peatedly offered his resignation as 
a 
result of a furore created by announce- 
ment that he has made through Japan- 
ese bankers a loan of $5,000,000 Mex- 
ican on the security of mines In Anhui 
and- Hunan 
provinces. 
Residents 
of 
those provinces, which are within the 
English 
sphere 
of 
influence 
in 
the 
Yang-tse valley, have sent protests to 
parliament 
that 
the pledging of 
the 
mines is part of a plan to betray China 


to Japan. 


The minister of finance made an at- 
tempt 
at 
explanation 
before 
parlia- 
ment, which did not silence criticism 
of his action. 
He said the mines were 
turned over to Japanese 
financiers 
in 
recognition 
of their efforts to 
assist 
China in getting an adequate reorgan- 
ization loans. 
He further said that the 
five million dollar loan was merely an 
advance on a greater loan of possibly 
eighty million 
dollars. 
This did 
not 
reconcile the parliament, however, and 
the Japanese 
financiers, 
who are prom- 
inent 
Kobe, 
Yokohama 
and 
Toklo 
bankers, organized under the name of 
the Asiatic Development company, ex- 
pressed a willingness to buy up copper 
cash in the five northern provinces of 
China. 


The Japanese 
legation 
denied 
offl' 
cial knowledge of the five million dol- 
lar loan and the mining 
concessions 
which 
have 
created 
such 
a 
furore. 
Shortly after the announcement of'this 
small 
loan, 
the 
Chinese 
government 
made a formal application to the Rus- 
sian. 
French, 
Japanese 
and 
English 
bankers, who represent the salt 
mo- 
nooply group, for a reorganization loan 


of ten million pounds sterling secured 
on the surplus of the salt monopoly. 
Chinese newspapers charge that J a p - 
anese 
officials 
doubtless 
had 
full 
knowledge of the smaller loan secured 
on the mines, but did not w^ish to give 
official sanction to this transaction, as 
they 
desired 
to 
create 
no 
prejudice 
against their co-operation with the al- 
lied 
bankers. 


Parliament and Chen Chin-tao have 
clashed in their interpretation of the 
section of the provisional constitution 
concerning 
the 
loan-making 
power, 
and a complete disruption of the gov- 
ernment 
Is threatened, with 
possible 
resignation of the whole cabinet or tho 
dissolution of parliament. 


Chen Chin-tao holds that prelimii:- 
ary agreements for loans need not be 
approved by parliament. 
This view is 
stoutly opposed by parliamentarians.

The United States reclamp/ion aervlce 
has decided on a policy to reduce the 
cost of land and water on its irrigation 
projects. 


Heretofore when a prospective settler 
obtained his unit on a reclamation pro- 
ject, he had to clear and level the land 
and prepare it for his allotment of water 
by his own individual efforts. 


It is an engineer's job to level and 
prepare this land so water distribution 
will be just right. 
And the 
average 
settler is not an engineer. 


Althougli the reclanwtioii service has 
done its best to instruct the settler how 
to clear and level his land, many settlers 
have 
failed. 
Individual 
settlers 
are 
usua!l_y jwor men, unable to 
hire la- 
bor or expensive 
machinery 
for land 
clearing.

The plan is to be tried on the Truckee- 
Carson project, in Nevada, which 
has 


approximately 1,200 acres of public laud 
to be opened to settlement, at an early 
date. 


The central board i has estimated the 
government can level an^ prepare thJa 
land at $35 an acre, whereas it would 
cost the individual settler considerably 
more, besides not 
being done so efS- 
ciently. 


Uncle Sam will give settlers }>refer- 
ence in doing all gover«mfent work on 
projects. 
This will help the settler get 
a start and bring in ready cash to carry 
him over the period when his first crop 
is in the ground.

The 
rcsponsibilitie.s thrown upon him, the 
difficulties and perplexing questions thai 
have beset him, have far exceeded those 
of any other man living on this conti- 
nent.

of the 
United 
States. 
Every 
step he took, 
every 
move he made, had to be viewed from 
the standpoint of that high office. The 
rules of international law and the laws 
of hift country were his guide. 
The 
maintenance of the rights and peace of 
his country and the protection of its 
citizens were lii^ necessary aims. 


•'To the 
discharge 
of 
these duties 
President Wilson brought unquestioned 


devotion, very great ability and steady I 
firmness of judgment, coupled with the 
moderation becoming to his ^reat ofiice. 


"While the most frantic of wars in- 
volves all Europe, the United States is 
in the full enjoyment of peace. 
Hind- 
sight, to be sure, will find its flaws, but 
that is cheap logic. 
I am deeply per- 
suaded that no man in the presidential 
chair could, with safety to our country, 
have purstied a substantially diffei'ent 
course from that of President Wilson, 
or conducted it with fewer errors. His 
coxirse, founded 
on the acknowledged 
principles of international law, has been 
just and impartial to «.II warring na- 
tions. 


"I know that this last proposition hai 
been severely arraigned and not infre- 
quentlj' 
denounced 
with 
unbecoming 
violence. 
I make no challenge of the 
sincerity of his critics. 
But one cannot 
resist the conviction that their judg- 
ment is warped bj' highly excited sym- 
pathies. It is true that the sympathies 
are natural; but it is also true that in 
their tendency excited feelings are very 
misleading and when not rigidly con- 
trolled, lead 
to 
biased 
and untrust- 
worthy judgments. 
I, too. have racial 
sympathies, and the experiences of a 
lifetime have taught me the severe dis- 
cipline required, especially on political 
subjects, to subordinate feelings where 
unalloyed reason is called for. 


"We are still in the throes of the Eu- 
ropean conflict, and also in struggle for 
a. 'method' with Mexico. 
In both cases 
the CAim' of America is in the hands of 
its president. AVliile he is, in undoubted 
good faith, bending all his energies to 
maintain our rights, our interests and 
our honor, should wo not stand by him 
and sustain his hands? 
By contempt- 
uous sneers at his 'incompetence and 
inefficiency' are we not like the bird 
that befouls its own nest? 
By throw- 
ing him out of office and putting an un- 
tried man in h\n place, do we enhance 
the strength and nrestige of our coun- 
try? 
Do we not proclaim to those with 
••vho)ji we have controversies that we 
•»re an unstaVle lot. likelv to undo to- 
¡norrow what we have la.l>orously ac- 
^omnlished today?

Booze Issue in Nebraska. 


The liveliest state interest in Ne 


braska seems to center in the const 
tutional amendment to provide for pro 
hibition of the manufacture and sa 
o£ intoxicating liquors. Ot the ninety 
two counties in the state, twenty-eight 
are wholly "dry" under local option, 
and twenty-six others are without sa- 
loons.

Chinese Minister of Finance 


Gets in Bad by a Loan 


Through Japan. 


The Associated Press).—Chen Chirt- 
tao, the minister ot finance, has re- 
peatedly offered his resignation as a 
result of a furore created by announce- 
ment that he has made through Japan- 
ese bankers a loan of $5,000,000 Mex- 
ican on the security of mines in Anhu 
and Hunan provinces. 
Residents o 


thosj provinces, which are within th 
English sphere of influence in the 
Yang-tse valley, have sent protests to 
parliament that the pledging of the 
mines is part of a plac to betray China 


to Japan. 


The minister of finance made an at- 


tempt at explanation before parlia- 
ment, which did not silence criticism 
of his action. He said the mines were 
turned over to Japanese financiers in 
ecognition of their efforts to assist 
China in getting an adequate reorgan- 
zation loans. He further said that the 
five million dollar loan was merely an 
advance on a greater loan of possibly 
eighty million dollars. 
This did not 


reconcile the parliament, however, and 
.he Japanese financiers, who are prom- 
inent Kobe, Yokohama and 
Tokio 


bankers, organized under the name of 
the Asiatic Development company, ex- 
pressed a willingness to buy up copper 
cash in the five northern provinces of 
China, 


The Japanese legation denied oPR 


cial knowledge of the five million dol- 
lar loan and the mining concessions 
which have created such a 
furore 


Shortly after the announcement of thi, 
small loan, the Chinese sovernmen 
made a. formal application to the Rus 
sian, French, Japanese and Englisl 
bankers, who represent the salt mo 
nooply group, for a reorganization loa 


of ten million pounds sterling secured 
on the surplus of the salt monopoly. 
Chinese newspapers charge that Jap- 
anese 
officials 
doubtless 
had 
full 


knowledge of the smaller loan secured 
on the mines, but did not wish to give 


fficial sanction to this transaction, as 
hey desired to create no prejudice 
gainst their co-operation with the al- 
ied bankers. 


Parliament and Chen Chin-tao have 


clashed in their interpretation of th-: 
ection of the provisional constitution 
concerning the loan-making power, 
and a complete disruption of the gov- 
ernment is threatened, with possible 
resignation of the whole cabinet or tho 
dissolution of parliament. 


Chen Chin-tao holds that prelimin- 


ary agreements for loans need not be 
approved by parliament. This view is 
stoutly opposed by parliamentarians.
